to Acquaint the World with what Counſels they had then on Foot, for 

the Ruin of all Proteſtants, and Eſtabliſhing their - own Tyranny, and 
Bloudy Intereſt.

- For they hoped 
that by theArtifices ofthe Jeſuits they might ſo far prevail as 
ro get many to fayour them in thoſe Citics who were other- 
wile.

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22, ArchDuke Ferdinand Prince of Stiria, and Carin- 
thia, did lately make complaint to the Pope, that whereas 
he had expelled ofhis Provinces all the Proteſtants; many 
of chem notwithſtanding continued yer to live there by the 
indulgence of the Eccleſtaſtick Princes who held ſome pla- 
ces in his Provinces; as for inſtance, the Biſhop of Bomberg 
and the Arch-Biſhop of $:/:5bury, who received and enter- 

| tained them : wherefore he prayed the Pope flraitly ro 
charge and ro compel them utterly to caſt thoſe out , other- 
wiſe he threatned to uſe his Soveraign Authority, which he 
pretends to have in thoſe places, and to caſt them out by an 
armed force, even whether thoſe Biſhops would or nor; with 


which the Pope was well plcaſed. 

: 23. While things are in preparation for an open War a- 
gainſt che Proteſtants,the Popiſh Party are contriving how to 
make attempts on the Proteſtant Intereſt; and have this year 
ſent into the Countries of the Net herl.inds, and of England, 
a great number of Spics and Seducers, by whoſe means ma- 
ny of all ſorts are ſeduced, and wrought over to their party; 
who are then maintained in Proteſtant Cities at the Popes 
charge, to be ſerviceable unto him in what he is deſigning. 
Some of theſe Emiſſaries about a month ago, went through 
Lip/ia in a diſguiſe, in their paſlage into Pruſiz,where they 
hope to neſtle, as ſhall afterward be ſhew'd. If the ations 

of theſe Emiſſarics were well obſerved, it would not be hard 
to take ſome of them, and by their notes and memorials 
theſe and many other things might be diſcoyered. 

' 24. A few years ſince the Pope erected here in Rome two 
Congregations or Senates ; wheredf one is called Congrega- 
110 gd propagationem Fides, (The Congregation for the pro- 
Pagaring of. the Faith) the other, Congregatzio ſacri Fagers, 
(The Congregation of the holy League.) In cach of which 
are nine Gardals and as many Councellers, who meet to-

gether once every week ; and there they at, meditate and 
| C 2 * ſtudy 
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ſtudy nothing bat how to.contrive, propoſe,and conſider all 
means of propagating the Pepiſh Tyranny, and how ro pre- 
pare the way for the perſecution, and the butchering of the 
Proteſtants; and how to lay-hold of all advantages of be- 
ginning that curſed Warde gned againſt them. From this 
Congregarion are ſent forth thoſe Spies and Emiſfaries who 
every year in great numbersare imployed to make broils in 
Proteſtant Countries, and ſeduce the Profeſſors of the truc 
Religion. And theſe two Congregations are the ſhops where- 
in they form all their inſtruments, and contrive all their Ma- 
chinations, Treacheries, Plots, Villanies, and all miſchicts a- 
gainſt the Proteſtants. Theſe Congregations hold particu- 
lar correſpondence with the Jeſuires, and thoſe bred up in 
the Colledges or Seminaries of rhe Germany, Frgl;/', and 
Moravians; from whence-as out of a Trojar Horſe cor-c 
forth thoſe Traiters and Seducers, whom (as we 12id} they 
fend out into all Proteſtant Countries. For theſe of 2!! orrers 
are jacged the fitteſt for ſubtle frauds and treacheri-<: tor 
by reaſon of the languages they underſtand, their tathions, 
kindred .and rejations which they have in all Prorcitanr 
Countries, they can cafily inſinuate and get into the Courts 
and acquaintance of Princes and perſons of qualiry : and if 
they find any pliable and eafie to be wrought upon, they 
make it their buſinefs by little and little, with hopes and 
promiſes, as in the name of the Emperour or Pope of Rome, 
of honours, dignitics, and great things, roallure, ſeduce and 
work upon them; arid many times with great ſucceſs; as we 
may ſce in thoſe Lords and Nobles whom they have latcly 
eryerted, as Baton Terrifle the younger, Czcendorff, the 
ight Audechay the younper, Baron Dermen dorff, Baron 
Thona, and many others in Germany, T omit what'they have 
done in France, England, and other Countries. © | 
25. There js a great number ot them every day flocking 
to Kore, to renounce the true Faith of Chriſt ; but much 
greater 
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earer of thoſe who dv privatelyar lidme abjure it,and are 

y theſe Emiſſaries inſtruQed in the Popiſh Idolatry,and are 
maintained in the Country and Cities of Germany, that live- 
ing covertly and under diſguiſe amongſt Proteltants, the 
may have the berter opportunity of promoting the Popi 
Jnrereft; and do it effectually : For by their means it is per- 
fealy known to Rome, whar are the Yroteſtant deſigns, dif- 
ferences and inclinarions. 

26. Part of theſe Apoſtates who flock to Rome, and are 
of the moſt part of mean condition, are entertained in the . 
City of Rozne, and the Courr it ſelf, and there maintained to 
be Eivictatle apainſt the Proreſtants who reſort ro Rome; 
and for many other purpoſes, of which we ſhall ſpeak by and 
by. Others of them: are diſperſed in ſeveral parts and Cities 
of taly, ro make diſcovery and obſervation, whether any of 
the Proreſtant Princcs or Nobility come into Italy; which 
whenſoever they can diſcover(which is very eaſy todo by the 
Jeſuites education wherein they are exactly inſtraed) they 

reſently accuſe and give notice of them either ro the Pope, 
or to the Inquifitors according to the quality of the perſons. 

27. Divers of theſe Spies at Rome I have known my ſelf, 
when about two years ſince I was converſant there : and'to 
the end that thoſe Proteſtants who ſhall thither reſort, may 
beware of them, I will mention them by name. The firſt I 
ſhall name is Job Hzerom Fendri, who lets lodgings at the 
Siga of the White Lion; he with two of his Sons who un 
_ derftand the Germane tongue very well, receive from- the 
Pope an annual penſion tobetray the Germanes who cothe 
thither. The nexr is one John Scherver, at the Sign of the 
Black Eagle, near the Bridge of St, Angelo. The third is a 
Dutch Taylor in the Streer calted Via Julia. Theſe three 
by reaſon of the emplayments they exerciſe, run up and 
down to ſeveral Inns arid Lodgings, as'the' Bear, the Bull, 


the Sword, tr. where Germanes uſe to lodge, and by __ 
on 
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ſion of their Language, and the Trades they uſe, make uſe 
of that opportunity to inſinuare themſelves. into acquain- 
tance with the Gentlemen themſelves, or with their ſer- 
vants, and by little and lictle, by one ſign or other, caſily 
diſcover of what. Religion, and what Country they arc ; 
and do then preſently betray them withour diſtinCtion, 

whatever their condition be, whether Princes, or of infc- 
riour quality. For all theſe and many more receive penſions 
from the Pope to this purpole. 

28, There are beſides theſe ſome other Apoſtates,men of 
learning, who do the ſame bur. in a more grave and ſubtle 
manner ; for theſe eomse not but to great Perſons, whom 
the meanneſs of thoſe others is not fit to converſe with. Of 
theſe is one Gaſper Schoppius of Bamberg ; Dr. Fabor a 
Phyſician (at the Hoſpital of the Holy Ghoſt) of France- 
ford, Juſtus Calvin ot Heidleburg; John Wouren of Amburg; 
Dr. Joſe h of Wormes; Arnold Martin of Swilzerl ind; Ste- 
phen della Favergia of Geneva; a Son in law of Anthony 
Catuin; Roboll a Frenchman who heretofore Secretary to 
the Duke of Buljzone, and many: others. of the ſame ſtamp 
fromalmoſt all parts of Germaxy. Theſe as ſoon as they 
underſtand. that any Germane is come,of ſome name or with 
a handſom retinue, preſently reſort to him, and (as out of 
meer officiouſneſs in reſpe& to their Country or Nation) 
proffer their ſervice and aſſiſtance, and offer to ſhew them 
what things remarkable are tobe ſeen, and then by degrees 
degin. to. diſcourſe with them of the affairs of the Court of 
ime, and ſometimes difcourſe of the Popiſh Ceremonics 
and manners, as if themſelyes were not in all things ſo well 
{atisfied in the Romi/b Religion; that under this pretence 
they may make Acovery where they by halting. And of 
theſe wicked Apoſtatesthey muſt have a great care who re- 
ſort to Rome ;: for few "there are who caneſcape their ſub- 
tilty 5 and, many perſons of mean condition. are by their 

means 
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' meats, and by the informations they give, caſt into priſon, 
and forc'd to renounce Chriſt, With Princes and Perſons of 
quality, the Pope for many reaſons thinks fit to deal more 
mildly ; bur yer for theſe alſo, he laies ſnares, and uſeth his 
endeavour either to ſeduce them, or privately to make them 
away. 
ge. By- means of theſe Apoſtates and Spies, the Pope 
hath been made acquainted with the entry and abode of all 
great perfons who of late years have been in /zaly; and from 
the day of their encring into Italy they have had ſome on 
the -Popes behalf who have followed them from place to 
lace, obſerved their actions and motions; nor preſently to 
eize or-commit them (tor they have learned by experience, 
that theſe methods do not advantage the Romi/b Church) 
but to make diſcovery of their propenſions and inclinations, 
that they may the better know how to intice and ſeduce 

them.” ---#- . 

' 30, The mags or the Inquiſitors ſo ſoon as they are in- 
formed of any ProteſtantPrince or perſon of quality that is 
come, they preſently diſpatch ſome perſon of good. condition 
to attend them, and to ſhew them all civilities, and beſtow 
upon them ſome ſmall preſents, and to entertain them with 
very civil language, and incourage them not to be afraid. 
Mean while by his Emiſſaries he negle&ts nor to make at- 
tempr on them as to their Religion, and doth endeavour by 
all the civil waies, he can, cither to ſeduce them from the 
Proteſtant Religion, or at leaſt ro ſend them out of Ttaly 
with better opinions of the Popes procecdings, and the o- 
miſh Religion. Witneſs hereof are the Princes of Wirten- 
burg, of Anhall,of the Palatinate, of Newburg and of Sax- 
ony; who have been tempred by ſuch preſents, flatteries 
and artifices. And ſome of their Councellours and Precep- 
tors vigorouſly aſſaulted and tempted with large promiſes of 


honours and dignities, to bring over and peryert thcir Prin- 
ces: 
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ces: bur thoſe ofmeaner candition :are! betray'd to the In- 
quifnors, whony by log impriſoaments and: cruel ' torments 
they force-ro'rencunce Chriſt; or if chey, perſiſt-conſtanc in 
the'rruth, then by-fire and Sword and crue] torments they 
kill and deftroy them. | 

31. By the coming and abode of the foreſaid Princes in 
Faly; they-'came -to-underſtand much” of the Froteſtanr 
Princes differenecs among themſelyes, and of the State of 
Religion in Gexmany, and of the es affections toward 
their Princes. The Pope likewife by this means was madc 
acquainted" with the ſtrength and counſels of divers of 
them, which aford him opportunity of railing and foment- 
ing diſcords and jealoufies amongft the Proteſtant Princes, 
and contriving many things for the 'Tuine of the Proteſtant 
Cauſe, which before that time he was not able ro do. And 
he hopes, as -he hath.ofren bragg'd, by the Proteſtants own 
Arms to propagate and eſtabliſh his Tyranny. Let there- 
fore the Proteſtant Princes take good heed: to theinſelves : 
and if they be-wiſe, not confide too much in Poptſh Princes; 
and forbear coming into Italy, and-eſpecially to Rome ; ard 
when at any-time-they come there, let them take heed 
what perſons they have with them, and whom they pur 
confidence in, * :: | 

32. The Pope not long fince had been: informed that a 
part- of Pruſſia was to deſcend to a Son of the Marqucſs of 
Brandenburg, and thereupon he ſo far prevailed with the 
Emperour and: tho King'of: Poland) that they three arc 
joyntly to endeavour, that it" come 'not to; the Houſe of 
Brandenburg, but to the King of Poland ; 'and they have 
lately ſent-their Agents the Feſuites into "thoſe parts, to 
make way for it. For their deſign is to begin the broils in 


thoſe parts; and for this end the Romihh Lepate is yer de- 
Ld at Rome in order thereunto. yo hy 45,40 


33- The aforeſaid Confederates had endeavoured by their 
| Agents 
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Agcnts and Emillaries to ſuborn the Counts of Frifland, 
and draw them into a certain negotiation for delivering np 
the Town of Emgden to the Emperour ; that it might not 
come into the hands of the States, and: that the Papills 
might on'tharſide have a fair paſſage, and a gate open to 
falt upon the Proteſtants, and create diſturbance to their at- 
Fairs in thoſe parts; and did pretend to have come to ſome- 
whar of certainty therein, and that they had drawn over 
thoſe Counts to the Spin Intereſt, nnd; rhe Romiſbh Reli- 
gion; andto thar end.did place and-maintain ſome Jeſuztes 
about them to inſirut them and retain them in their duty 
and deyotion to the Sce of Rome. Bur thoſe affairs,through 
the vigilance of the States, not ſuccceding as they deſired, 
they are now contriving.ſome other expedients. 
34: The Pope is by all means endcavouring to make a 
breach berwixrt the Princes of Auſtria, and the Duke of 
Wirtenburg upon occaſion of the alienating and withdraw- 
ing the Fee of the Princedom of Wiurtenburg by the Emperor; 
which they would not have to be thought valid, to the pre- 
judice of the reſt of the Auſtrian Family ; thoſe eſpecially 
who were then under age, whom he ſtirs up and incites to 
demand a reſtitution; and for that end to take Arms again(t 
the Duke of Wurtenbrrg, hoping that it once a War be be- 
gun inGerm.my againſt theProteſtants,he ſhail be able topur. 
ue his deſign,and reſtore thePopith Idolatry amongit them. 
35. The Popiſh Argitatours, and the Fathers of the two 
forementioned Congregations in Kcme, are contriving 
likewiſe ro make a breach between the Elector Palatine, 
and the faid Duke of [//urtenbrrg ; upon occalion of ſome 
poſſeſſions which have now for divers years been held by 
the Duke of Wurtenburg, whereof rhey are endeavouring 
(by means of ſyme of his Councellours whom they have 
corrupred and other il] diſpoſed perſuns) ro perſwade the 


Eleftor Pal1tine ro demand Reſtitution. And hope by this 
' $ means 
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means, togerher with thar of their difference in Religion, 
they may engage them in a War,or.at leaſt foment diſcords 
berween them, and ſo alienate and divide them that they 
may not joyn in-a common defence. when cither of then 
ſhall be 'aſfaulred;" 'nor be aſſiſtant one ta the other. I would 
therefore adviſe thoſe-Prinees robe very circumſpe, and 
not readily give car to ſuch ſowers of diſſenſions between 
Proteſtants. They'have endeavoured the like againſt the 
Marquifate of Bade and Durlac, one of. whom ſeem'd rca- 
dy to comply with the Papiſts, and was treating with the 
Biſhops of Spire'and Conſtayce abour reſtoring the Popili, 
Religion in caſe he obtain that government; which he 
hopes to do becauſe of the Marquits of Durlac being 1o il! 
in health and (they ſay) cannot live long; and in ſuch caſc 
this Popiſh Succeſſor by the affiſtance of the Pope and the 
foreſaid Confederates promiſes, 'the reſtoring of Popiſh 
Idolatry, to which they will in no wiſe be wanting; for 
they leave nothing unattempred, and loſe no opportunity ot 
railing commotions. in Germany. 

36. By the inſtigation of Arch-Duke AZbert, and by the 
Popes Authority, they are endeavouring to incite the Em- 
perour and all the States of the Empire againſt the Be/zict 
Provinces of the Low-countries, pretending that they have 
done, and daily do poſſeſs divers places and dominions b<- 
longing to the Empire. And that they will in a ſhott timc 
become formidable to all Kings and Princes, unleſs ſomc 
ſtop be wh to them, before their Empire grow too large. 
And ſo tar hath this craft, and the ſubtle inſinuations of 
the Papiſts prevailed, that under theſe ſpecious pretenccs 
for the Empire, they have wrought upon ſome of the Pro- 
teſlant Princes, who being deceived and ſeduced,and by this 
their deviliſhſubtilry ſeem inclinable tothe deſtruction & ru- 
ine of theſe Provinces,not diſcerning thar-this is a moſt ſubtlc 
crafty device and Stratagem of Antichriſt, to ſet Proteſtant 


againſt 
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againſt Proteſtant, and if poffible to deſtroy the Proteſtant 
party by the Proteſtants own weapons. Theſe are (believe 
me) the venemous counſells and villainous contrivances of 
that curſed League and Confederacy,and thoſe wicked Con- 
gregations of the Pope above mentioned; palliated with 
this pretence that they are in the behalf of the Empire, and 
for the good thereof, ro which they do in no wiſe apper- 
rain, Theſe counſels of ſuppreſſing the FHo/landers arc ra- 
ther againſt the Empire than for it; as any man may caſily 
diſcern, if he- compare the preſent government with that of 
the Spaniſh tyrany,And moreover who is ſo ſtupid and void 
of all ſenſe, as not ro know how little kindneſs the Popes 
of Rome ever had, or yet have toward the Empire, of whoſe 
greatneſs and Majeſty they were ever envious and profciſed 
Enemies. And therefore even the Popiſh Princes themſelves 
ought alwaies to be ſuſpicious of their Councels when the 
good of the Empire is concerned. 

37. From the ſame fountain (or Abyſs rather) of the a- 
' foreſaid Conſederacies againſt the Proteſtants, proceed theſe 
Wars and Invaſions which have this laſt year been attempted 
againſt thoſe of Geneva and Strasburg, which are but the 
przludes or forerunners of the intended gencral perſecuti- 
on: deſigning by theſe attemprs ro make an Eſſay of the 
Proteſtants Councels and Forces;and make oblervation whe- 
 therthe Proteſtants will conjoin their forces to defend their 

common cauſe; or each one ſtand ſeyerally upon their 
own guard. - I gave notice hiteen months ago by letters 
and truſty friends both to thoſe of Geneva and to thoſe of 
Strasburg of this defign of the Popiſh Confederates to af: 
fault and ſurpriſe them unawars, whether or no they belic- 
ved me, I cannot tell. But ſure I am that meerly out of 
Zeal to the Proteſtant Reiigion I gave them this Warning 
of what knew to be certainly true ; and they by experience 
and the event have found it ſo ro be. And fo ic will be as 
&2} 3 to 
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to thoſe things now write and ſincerely; declare to all Pro- 
teſtant Princes: For God is my witneſs that the things 1 
now diſcoyer are what I know to be true and already agreed 
upon. Nor do l this for any other deſign than out of Zcal 
tothe Proteſtant Religion. | 
>384r was not without a deep and ſubtle deſign that 
they did at one and the ſame time fall upon Geneva and 
Srrasburg ; for by aſlalting both theſe at once, they hoped 
ſ) to amuſe and employ the Proteſtants of Sw;tzerl.md by 
rhe war againſt Geneva, that they ſhould nor be at lciſure 
ro give alliſtance to thoſe of S/r456urg, as they did nine 
years ago. And again by the War begun againſt $:-4561u7g, 
th:y hoped ſo to keep rhe- Proteſtant Princes in ſcar and 
ſuſpence, as not to ſuffer any Souldiers to beraiſed in thcir 
D-minions to aſſiſt the States of Holſind againſt Aber: rs. 
' They had received intelligence thatſome of the Princes of 
Germany intended to give aſſiſtance to thoſe Holl:1nders, 
which they hoped to prevent by this War of $:xa54urg Nor 
had they failed in this conjeRure had their delign ſuccee- 
ded againſt Geneva. And though they were thercin dil- 
a>pointed, yer arc they not thereby diſmayed, or give it 
over, For they have determined to attempt all waics of 
kindling a flame in Germany. And hercin the forrcign Pcin- 
ces are alſo very intent ; as hoping to exringuith the flames 
which are yct raging in their own-Countrices, by kindling a 
hire elſewhere; and that by this means thoſe of their own 
Countries who are men of turbulent and ſeditious Spirits 
might have where to employ their fury, and ſatisfy their 
bloody minds, This artifice hath at all times given occa- 
ſion and fewel ro many wars throaghout the World. Ir 
hath long been made uſe of by the Popes of Traly and the 
Kings of paz, who have now for many years ſate quict 
at home, and been ſpeCtatours of the Wars 1n the Nether- 
tands, in France and Hungary, which they for theſe ends 


did 
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did ar firſt ſtir up and kindle, and de'at this day fomenr 
and cheriſh. The noble Germ.ns of former ages were nor 
wont $0 wait for others to bring War home to them and al- 
fault them in their ownCountry;but ro go our and meet it as 
far as Italy, France and Spain. That Heroick yertue is not 

et extinguiſh'd in the Germ.ins breaſt, and that divine 
Proweſs whereby they have conquered great part of the 
World. Let them bur rouſe it up and exerciſe that valiant 
courage and undauntedProweſs againſt theſe cffeminate and 
faint-hearted Prieſilings ; who though ar preſent incouraged 
by our ſloth, they grow fierce and inlolenr, will not dare in 
Italy to look theGerm ns in the face, whom they could not 
in former daics look upon but with terrour, Let the Ger- 
mans look over the noble as of their Anceſiours recorded 
with glory inthe writers of all ages; and learn ar length to 
be true Germans ; thatis, ſuppreſſors of tyranny, allertcrs of 
liberty, and Maſters of the world, and nor ſuffer the Popcs 
Cowl with a few faint-hearted and lazy Popelings inſolcntly 
£ inſult over the valiant and maſculine Germane Nation. 

39. There was a conſtant ſame, and it was rcported by 
the French themſelves, that the attempr on Geneva by the 
Duke of $4yvoy was with the privity and conſcnt of rhe King 
of France, For by an agreement made two ycars ſince by 
Cardinal Aldobrandime between the French King and the 
Duke of Savoy, it was covenanted and agreed, that the 
Duke of Savoy might, without offence of the King, or viola- 
tion of the Peace, aſſault Geneva. Bur with this condition 
that when it is taken it ſhall cither be demoliſhed, or elſe ſo 
divided betwen them, that the King ſhall have that part of ir 
which is on that (ide of the Roſne towards Þr.znce; and the 
Dukethat of the other ſide toward Szvcy. Ar the ſame time, 
in that treaty with A/do&randine, the King of I.1uce made 
promiſe of many things, concerning receiving the Councel of 
Trent, concerning the Confederacy or Holy League abovc- 


mentioned, and reſtoring of the Jeſu/tes; which thought ny 
- avc 
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have hitherto been deferr'd, yer Cardinal Doſurus and the 
Kings Embaſſadour have promiſed the Pope that the King 
in due time will perform them all, and proteſted thar he js 
very well addiQed to the See of Rome, but thathe hath not 
been able yer to make good his promiſe, becauſe of the 
League he was to confirm with the Helvetians, and ſome 
Proteſtant Princes; who he fears would be highly offended, 
if he ſhould pur thoſe things in preſent execution ; bur hc 
will doit in a ſhort time. Burt (to ſpeak what I think) I am 
of rhis opinion, as to the King of France (which alſo I have 
of ren heard from the mouth of the preſent Pope) to wir, 
that the King plays the Politician,and is firm to neither part. 
49. The King of Spazn under prerence of blocking up 4! 
giers, hath prepared a great Fleet in the Medrterranean and 
Tyrrhene Sea, but means to go forth with it out of the 
Streights, either againſt the Holjanders, or againſt the Zz: 
liſh; and in expeQation of this Navy it is that A/ber!:; 
ics ſo long before Oftend. Of this his intention there bema- 
ny evidences, one of themis yery apparent, that this Nayy 
is forthe moſt part furniſhed with very great Ships, which 
are very proper for the Occan, but not ſo fir for the Coa!:s 
of Afr:ck and the Mediterranean; for which Gallics aro 
more conyenicnr, and ſuch only Charlsthe fifth made uſe 0! 
But there are more certain arguments which I have obſcrvc. 
from their Councets, Let them thereforetake heed whom 1: 
concerns. Nor will it be long ere they make this exped:tion, 
it they can but ſecure themlelves of a ſafe Port on the Col. 
of the Occan, which they are endeavouring with all thc:: 
power, For this, they ſay, is theonly obſlacle to their butt 
nels, that they have not any Ports or Harbours large enou2!: 
to receive a numerous Fleet; which if they could once ©! 
tain, they boaſt that they ſhould have forces innumera:: 
and inſuperable both by L.and and Sea. And truly there ar: 
in Holland, Zeland, Friſlind, England, and Scotlind, vc: 


great numbers-who adhere to the Popiſh and Spaniſh Ir: 
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reſt, and who daily ſollicit the Popiſh Princes to take arms 
againſt thoſe Countries, and promiſe them all their alliit- 
ance if once they arive there. And within theſe few weeks 
the Jeſuits who inthoſe Countries live in diſguiſe, and ſay 
Maſſes, have written to their General Cliudins, Aquati- 
v3, that the number of Papiſts fir to bear arms within the 
Provinces of Foll. ind and Zealand only, are thirty thouſand 
and more; and they are ſo zcalous therein, that rhey are 
ready on any occaſion to ſpend their blood for the Romi/h 
Church, Their letters were read in the Congregation (as they 
call it) for the Propagation of the Faith: and with ſo grear 
- applauſe, that they were all of one opinion, that incaſe a Na- 
vy ſhould there arrive, it would be cafic to raiſe a very 
your party ; and they conceive hopes of very great ſucceſs 
or the Catholicks in thoſe parts, it once A/herins's affairs 
ſucceed well. And in truth the States ought with greater ſe- 
verity toreſtrain the petulancy of theſe rebellious Spirits, 
that they grow not worſe by roo much indulgence. 

41. The Eccleſiaſticks in Germany( thar is to ſay) the Bi- 
ſhops of Mentz and Collogne have given information to the 
Pope, that there are up and down in Germany divers Con- 
tederaices amongſt the Proteſtant Princes, and frequent 
mectings to that purpoſe;partly tor maintaining Cl a/vin;(m 
againſt the Lutherans, and partly for maintaining £u- 
theraniſm againſt the Calviniſts ; and that they are at this 
time at greater diſcord amongſt themſelves, more incenſed 
and more inraged againſt one another than ever they were,all 
of them againſt the Papiſts. And added moreover many 
particulars concerning their Factions in ſtate affairs, and 
other emulationsand hatreds of each Religion againſt the 
other, and of differences among themſelves, and how the 
people ſtand affectd toward their Frinccs, from whence they 
might preſage and were in hopes, that in a ſhort time the 
Proteſtants will fall ſoul upon one another, and by that 


means the Popith Religion be greatly promoted, The _—
